To any agitation from outsiders about coast 
routes our Government should uniformly turn a 
deaf ear. To all appeals for material aid to con- 
struct such; roads Government shonld, under 
present circumstances, give a flat denial. Against 
outsiders building roads from Bentinck, Bute, or 
any other Inlet on our coast we have not the 
‘slightest objection, provided they build them out 
of their own means, and without conditions 
which would give them undue and unfair advan- 
tage over those who have invested their means in 
existing roads. The more roads we have the 
better, and the cheaper the necessaries of life 
can be made in the interior of the Colony the 
large percentaze of our population will unques- 
tionably remain in it. Hitherto fully fifty per 
cent, of those who have spent the mining season 
in the country have spent their winters in Vic- 
toria or San Francisco ; and just in proportion 
as living is rendered cheap and comfortable will 
this evil decrease. If the people of Victoria can 
by means of 'a Bute or Bentinck route aid in con- 
tribating towards so. desirable a change we shall 
only be too thankful. But if all this ado about 
coast routesis merely the result of jealousy of New 
Westminster and a desire to divide and weaken

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A COLONIAL ALLIANCE. 


_——- 


The recént visit to our shords of a prominent 
Canadian statesman, coupled with subsequent 
movements in both Houses of Parliament, are 
incidents which the thoughtful mind cannot allow 
to pass lightly. The result of that visit npon 
the Canadian mind is already) perceptible in a 
deep interest in the affairs of this Colony. The 
recommendation to the Imperial Government to 
appoint the Hon. M. Cameron to the Goverrior- 
ship of British Columiba, and the complimentary 
address presented to that gentlemen by both 
Houses, possess less importance as a compliment 
to an individual than as unmistakable evidence 
of a growing tendency towards an interchange 
of that feeling of common brotherhood which 
has hitherto been singularly lacking amongst 
the British Colonies of North Aimerica, — 

It is only a few years since the people inhabit- 
ing the country commonly known as the Red River 
Settlement expressed a strong desire for anncxa’ 
tion to Canada, a consummation’ which the Im- 
tial Government approved, bat which Canada 
coldly, and; we think, unwisely declined. Subse- 
quent evénts and developements have, however, 
combined to produce a very great change in pub- 
lic feeling upon this subject. The vast country 
lying between Lake Superior and the Rocky 


Mountains has been ascertained to be possessed | 


of vast resources and all the natural requisites 
for @ greatjand populous country. It is known 
to possess, kn addition to the mast extraordinary 
agricultural resources, abundant coal, and gold 
deposits which may yet prove both rich and ex- 
tensive.
